This Has Been Accomplished Under | 


Liberal Government. Hon. Mr. 
Oliver in Lacombe. 


Lacombe, Oct. 21—A meeting in sup 
port of Dr. Clark's candidature took 
place in Lacombe on Tuesday night, and 
was addressed by the Minister of the In- 
terior, Notwithstanding the snowstorm, 
the inhabitants turned out in their hun- 
dreds, and the hall was completely filled. 
The character of the meeting was most 


inspiring, and seemed to indicate unmis 
takably that Lacombe will do its duty 
on election dey. Dr. Simpson, president 
of the Liberal Association, oecupied the 
chair, and was supported by Senate: 
Talbot, W. P. Puffer, M.P.P., and Dr. 
Clark. 

Dr. Clark, who was the first speaker, 
said he took the results of nomination 
day to be an indication of the success of 
Liberalism on election day. The slander 
campaign had, in recent months, been 
chiefly directed against the minister of 
marine and fisheries. The reply of the 
electors of the constituency, represented 
by the minister, was his election by ac- 
clamation, 

Slander Campaign Will Fail. 

“If T had becn a member of the Con- 
servative party,” remarked Dr, Clark, 
“and had u'lered the slanderous insinu 
ations aga‘ust the minister of marine, 1 
would have raked Canada from one end 
to the other, I would have spared no ex- 
pense or effort on behalf of the party, 
whose cause I was advocating, in order 
to give the electors of the constituency 
of Rouville an opportunity to voice their 
opinion as to the merit cf the charges 
made against their representative. 
When the Conservative parti was not 
able in all Canada to get a candidate ‘n 
the constituency of Rouville, or when 
they themselves did not sufficiently be- 
heve in their own slanders to warrant 
them in securing such a candidate, I can 
only conelude that their slanders had 
no foundation and that they knew it, 
and that, as the slander campaign has 
failed in the constituency of Rouville, so 
it will fail in all Canada election 
day.” 

Dr. Clark rung cheer after cheer from 
his hearers, as he eloquently deseribed 
how the Liberal government had ad- 
vanced the material welfare of the coun- 
try and magnified the international sta 
tus of Canada, “The greatest claim of 
the Liberal party on che confidence of 
the people is to be found,’ he said, “in 
the fact that contrasted with their op- 
ponents they liave an abiding and ex- 
nanding faith in our cemmon country.

-TO REACH NORTH POLE. 
President Roosevelt Will Be Invited 
To Make Trip. 


Washington, October 22.—To take 
President Roosevelt on an expedition 
to the North Pole is the ambition of 
Kk. &. Baldwin, the Atetie explorer, 
who called to pay his reepects to the 
President today. Baldwin was un- 
able to interview the President, but 
has an appointment to see him later. 
Baldwin is a well-known explorer. He 
made two trips poleward, but both 
were unsuccessful He believes there 
is a current in the sea which carries 
the ice floes from the Behring Straits 
to the coast of Greenland These 
floes cross over the pole on their jour-¢ 
ney over the top of the world Bald- 
win says that the drifting ice floes will 


solve the problem His plan is to 
go north in a steamship, just as 
Perry is doing now, When he ar- 


rives in the territory made dangerous 
by the ice he would put on the ice 
floes which surround the ship casks of 
oil, fuel and food supplies. Then, 
when the breakup comes in spring, it 
his ship should be crushed, he and 


his men would abandon the vessel, 
get upon the floes, there to remain 
until the current had carried them 


around the pole. To illustrate the 
suceess of such an expedition, Bald- 
win said that when Rear Adimiral 
Melville headed the Jeanette expedi- 
tion to the pole, his ship was caught 
in the ice pack, Some elothing, logs 
and casks from the expedition were 
later picked up on the coast of Green- 
land

In the second case an appeal was en- 
fered against the decision of Mr, Justice 
Harvey by the defendants, Robert Gor- 
man and Ada Ellfétt in the action 
brought against them by Ross Bros., 
Northern Hardware Co., W. H. Clark & 
Co.; McKnight & Frost and W. H. Gar 
diner. The defendants gave the contract 
A. El 
liott fer $5,870. The contractor died and 
sub-contractors browght action against 
the owner for the money due them, 
which the defendants had paid the con- 
tractor. Their claim amounts to some 
$1,200. Emery, Newell & Bolton anpear- 
ed for the defendants and appellants; 
Short, Cress & Bigger for Ross Bros., 
and Bevle & Parlearfor W. H. Gardiner, 

The third actionswas an appeal enter- 
ed in a similar case between the Union 
Lumber Co, et al and Jessie Porter et al. 
This action whieh was similar to the 
others, was decided in favor of the plain- 
tiffs and the defendant has appealed 
from the decision of Mr. Justice Harvey. 


Question of Time of Liens. 

Mr. Justice Scott’ read the judgments 
in the three cases: Which dealt at length 
with the point of law iv question. He 
sustained the decisions of the trial judge 
except in the case of the claim of A. 
Lee & Co. for $190.66, which claim he 
allowed. The view taken in brief was 
that the owners were liable to the sul- 
contractors for the amount of the pay- 
mont made to the contractor subsequent 
to the time the lien arose. He was sup- 
ported in this view by Chief Justice Sif- 
ton and Mr, Justice Stuart. Mr. Justice 
Beck .held, however, that the owner was 
only liable to the lien holders for the 
amount paid the contractor after the no- 
tiee of the actual amounts of the liens 
filed had been served on him. The differ- 
ence in the judgments lay only in the 
time when the owner became liable. 

Oniy One Appeal Granted. 

The only appeal granted by the court 
en bane at the sittings just concluded 
was in the case of Fairchild vs. Myrum 
& Myram. This was an appeal entered 
by Fairchild & Co., in their action 
against B.T. Myrun and Theo.B. Myrun, 
defendants, and Louis Madore, claimant, 
in the decision of Mr, Justice Scott on 
August 19th, 1908. The action arose over 
the disposition of an estate, Short, Cross 
& Biggar appeared tor the plaintiffs and 
appellants, Mills & Downes for the de 
fendants and Edwards & Madore for the 
claimant and respondent, Judgment was 
given by Mr. Justice Seott against the 
execution creditors with costs, 

The judgment ot the full court pre- 
pared by Mr. Justics Stuasi and read by 
Mr. Justice Harvey ,while agreeing with 
Mr. Justice Scott that there was nothing 
to be gained hy the appellants attacking 
the assignment, reversed the decision of 
Justice Scott on the point involved aad 
barred the claim of Madore and allowed 
the appeal but without costs. 

_In the matter of the estate of John 
Charles Wilson, Mr. Justice Beck gaye 
judgment setting forth the course of ac- 
tion ty be adopted to wind up the matter 
the respondent to pay the costs of the 
application and appeal.
